When 
combined weakness and good nature go 
hand in hand they seldom fail to come to 
grief, but when supplemented by a fully 
developed egotism, that exaggerated love 
of self. which at times makes even the 
gréatest men ridiculous, then collapse 
is certain, What necessity was there 
for Sir Witiiam Rontwson. to upset 
the fairly efficient,.Plague regulations 
made at the instance’ of the Committee 
appointed by himself for that special 
purpose? Was there any defect in 
working, any well-founded Chinese 
complaints “of arbitrary treatment: or 
injustice, any reason to depart from 
a plan of campaign that had given 
general satisfaction and was credited. 
with, excellent results? Certainly there 
is nothing of the kind apparent in 
the Governor’s letter of justification, 
extenuation and defence. An important 
concession: was made ‘to the Chinese 
in permitting plague-stricken’ patients 
to be conveyed to Canton if they 
so desired, and exceptional facilities for 
that arrangement were 
provided in the shape of gunboats, steam- 
launches, and junks by the Viceroy Li Hay- 
cuanc; whether it was..politically a wise 
concession or not matters very little now, 
as at all events it relieved the colony from 
an overcrowding of sick people that 
was rapidly getting beyond control, and 
gave better opportunities of recovery to 
those who-preferred:to be left behind. But 
taking the plague-infected dead and dying 


to Cinton, a distance of over elghty |. 


miles, was one thing; the creation of a 
Chinese plague depdt and a plague 
cemetery at the other side of Hongkong 
harbour, with all their horrible and 
disgusting surroundings constituting. an 
ever present and threatening menace to 
the generat health of this colony, is 
quite another, and ought not to be 
tolerated. Why could not the Governor 
have » been contented to allow . those 
Chinese who were not satisfied. with

Ir will scarcely be maintained by the 
friends and supporters of the Governor in 
the existing difficulty with the Permanent 
Committee of the. Sanitary Board on the 
Lal-chi-kok hospital question, that his 
Excellency has vindicated himself or even 
strengthened his case by the official 
despatch sent to the Chalrman, Mr. 
Faancts, Q.C., and published tn yesterday's 
Telegraph, At the most hls Excellency has 
shown some “extenuating clrcumatances’ 
for his foollsh complacency, but In all 
other respects the letter is an abject and 
deplorable confession of weakness, both aa 
regards . jhe art of diplomacy and the 


dignity which should be inseparable 


opinion, if he had frankly admitted his 
blunder and: made proper amends for it, 
instead of shuffling and begging: the 
question as he has done. The pest-house 
at Lai-chi-kok, his Excellency is now 
aware, is in a most filthy state, and until it 
has been made unobjectionable sanitarily 
it has been decreed that no more patients 
will be allowed togo there from Hangkong;; 
but when it hasbeen put to rights, then 
patients who wish to go will be permitted to 
gratify their desires—and all in spite of the 
autocrats of the Sanitary Board. Such, 
on paper, is Governor Rontnson’s 
ultimatum to Mr. Francrs and = his 
colleagues, and if they still prove obdurate, 
his Excellency will put no obstacles in thelr 
way if they decide to resign. But.as the 
objections to this insanitary hospital can 
never be removed, notwithstanding any 
representations that have been madd on 
the subject to the Viceroy of Canton, it 
may safely be taken for granted that the 
Permanent Committee will be quietly 
allowed.to maintain the position they have 
assumed. And now, when a lot of serious 
work has yet. to.be done and death fs 
stalking about in our midst, it is high time 
that a stop should be put'to this paltry, 
undignified squabbling, which Is discredit- 
able to all concerned.

Watson & Co.'s, was held at the Magistracy thls 
forenoon by Mr. H, E. Wodehouse. 

A. P, Nobbs; I am an assistant In A. S 
Watson & Co.'s and knew deceased. He wasa 


chemist in the Dispensary. Hs age was 27. On. 
lock, I 


the morning of the 3otb ult., at about 7 0’c! 

went to bu: iness; deceased was due there for duty 
at the samebour, I went up to his flat to inquire 
about something and found the deor locked, 
Then went to bis room, which faces Stanley 
Street ; his door was locked. I went through the 
bath-room and saw deceased lying In bed 
apparently asleep ; one hand was hanging out,~ 
over the afde of the’ bed. Noticed his fingers 
weretwisted, Thought he wasin pain ; opened 
the ‘window and went in. Found he was 
dead, He was quite cold and bie limbs stiff. 
Deceased was dressed {no his pyjama trowsers 
only. I rgported the matter to the staff then 
on duty; also to the police. I[retarned with a 
policemyn ‘and found the body just as I had last 
seen {t. Found on the washhand-stand two blue 
bottles which had contained prossic acid s they 
were almost empty. They are Hongkong 
Dispensary bottles. A broken tumbler was also 
lytng on the flior, about three yards from the 
bed. There were medicine bottles in different 
places In the room, but they have nothlag to do 
with this case, These articles and a bandker- 
chief, which was tying on the bed, vweéte all we 
found. Last saw bim alive at 11-o'clock on the 
previous night. He was then spparentlyall right, 
but at about 6 p.m. seemed. rather flushed, 
though ho explained it away by saying be hed 
been worklpg hard.’ He was in bls usual spirits, 
Between 8 and 9 o'clock deceased came for the 
key, and complained-thathe was not feeling well. 
Got « sobstitute for hink (Mr. Stapleton).and 
suggested. « ‘ricksha ride. We wont to Bay 
View and returned about 11 o'clock: He thea 
retired to bed. Cannot account for his actlon. 
So far as I. know he was- not nervous about 
the plague, Have knows him for a number 
of years; his habits were temperate, Hedid not 
seem to be at all out of bis mind that night. Ie 
would be considered unusual to have two bottles 
of prassic actd In bis room at the same time, 
Te was casy for him to procure the acid; all we 
chemists have access to drugs. Cannot say 
whether he polsoned himself acctdentally or not, 
He bad been in the habit of takiog 
prassic acid. It was fakeo to allay Irritatlon 
of the stomach. When taken In proper doses 
it would not be barmfnl, Five drops are con- 
aldered to be an ordinary dose, .The effects are 
not lessened by repetition, Deceased wae pet- 
fectly‘sober on Friday olght.

THE TROUBLES IN ROREA. 


An already noted, most of the Chinese redding 
In Seoul and the varlons Korean ports who 
have families, aro. leaviag for China. One 
family belonging to the. Chinese Residency 
arrived at Shanghal on Sunday, the 24th, by the 
Hsinyti, vid Chefo, and the gentleman in charge 
helng interviewed by a representative of this 
paper gave the following particalars :—The King 
of Korea and the Chinese Restdent, Yuan, about 
the thme of the arrivat of Mr. Otorl, the Japanese 
Min{ster to Korer, were quite willlng to make 
eveiy concession to the Japanese demands ; bot 
when they saw that Japan wae pouring In her 
troops by the thousand, {t was determined to 
make a atand and grant nothing. Inclnding the 
Korean. King, who sent two envoys for 
the purpose, and the Resldent Yuan, who 
sent three times, the Chinese envoys being 
either Consul T'otiy or ‘Chlef Interpreter 
Toe'ai of the Residency, the Japanese’ were 
call.d apan to reilre from the country five 
mes. The first tme Mr. Coil, the Japanese 
Minlster, replied that he had to wait for 
General Osbima’a arrival before any settle- 
ment could te arlv.d at, and in solte of 


. expostalations from both Chinese and Koreans 


remalned firm,. Then, when the troops came, 
the answer wra that the Japanese residents 
ne.ded protection, .\Finally {t was boldly 
anpounced by the Japanese officers in the 
“any of occupation” that “they had come. to 
wh :offthe dlagracs of-1884." Our informant 
farther stated that when matters were becoming 
setious, Resident -Yaan  telegrapbci to the 
Viceroy Lt, asking that [.(0 Ming-ch‘uan be sent 
over to Korea ‘to lead the Chinese troops, and

of appealing to Peking for Instructlons, This 
wasln anticipa'ion of the telegraph ines t clne cat 
should war arise.
